Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation "without disassembly" presents a new issue. While the examiner, as noted in the interview 
summary, was willing to consider the amendment after final that the adapter is switchable without disassembly - the examiner is unwilling 
to consider the limitation for some of the claims and not others. More particualrly, it is noted that independent claims 13 and 36-38 do not 
include the limitation and remain rejected under prior art.. Moreover, claim 13 even with such an amendment appears to be significantly 
broader than claim 1 which was discussed in the interview.
